"The plans will b« developed speed- 


ily, and soon these boots will be In 
the bands of retailers. If they lack 
finish and style, they will eieel In 
durability, for only a stont quality of 
leather will be used.

For flocks of five or six hens 
two nesuore needed; forInrgernocks 
one nest for each four or five hens.

This neceesltated 


the Importing of ireglatered plgs.of.bojh 
•exes. The results'of the. demonsira- 
lions made by members hamillng these 
pigs| under Injjrdcllon froni t|ie pig- 
club'leader hive' caused a great de- 
mand for pigs "Just like Sonny's." The 
club members' deuionM^a'ttoiui of the 
advantages and possibilities of well- 
bred swine when Intelligently fed and 
managed have caused a great .Increase 
In demand for breeding stock from the 
purebred breeders. At first the breed- 
ers were Inclined to be skeptical, as 
they expected the boys to buy regis- 
tered stock, nllow.lt to deteriorate, 
then offer purebred scrub pigs at meat 
prices—thus destroying the demand 
for the breeders' pigs. The breeders 
were happily disappointed and are now 
lending their support and bncklng to 
tho work. One professor says. "I'lg- 
club work has fronted the greatest de- 
mand for breeding slock that this stnto 
has ever experienced." 


Demand Fleg[«ter?d Pigs. 


In Borne cases the refusal of club 


members to accept anything but reg- 
istered pigs lias Induced breeders to 
hnve their herds registered In order 
that they might share In the demnnd 
for pigs by club members. A typical 
caso of tho iiilliR-iice tho purebred pigs 
brought In by pig-club members Is 
given by n county ngent In Arknnsnn. 
When tho ngcnt began work there 
were two breeders In tho county pro- 
ducing pigs of sufficient merit to meet 
the demands of the c'ltib work. In Iho 
first yenr of his work he had 35 plg- 
cliib members. Four of these members 
Fcciircrt registered boarx. These boars 
Fired 
f>8 litters of pigs from scrub 


FOWF. thereby Improving the hlnoil of 
•102 pigs. They nlso sired -17 purebred 


42 members,.who h«d «Ix purebred 
boars. They alrfd Tt Httere from scrub 
«ows, producing 466 plg«. They alto 
»lred \<M purebred pigs. 
The agent 


adds, "I think I can trace «even bo»r« 
•nd.,*V sows (purcbredg) purchased 
by farmers, as a result of pig-club 
work li> communities during tha sec- 
ond year of the clnb." 


Introducing Purtbrtd*. 


Arkansas typlne* the manner In 


which, purebred breeding gtock U b«- 
Inx Introduced Into sections where they 
ore .needed. Ijtst year 1,800 purehrtd 
>HU« were placed with as many pig- 
club members. 
;The bankers of the 


state financed the members. Thla year 
between 2,200 nnd 2,400 pigs also wero 
placed In a similar manner. Another 
Instance of the Introduction of well- 
bred breeding nlock and the re-cslnb- 
llshment of n waning Industry Is tak- 
ing place In the free range cholera- 
Infenled section ot eastern.Texas. The 
pig-club agent, niwlsled by the Fort 
Worth Slock Ynrds Co. and the state 
and federnl veterinarians, Is sending 
many car lots of Immunized sown to 
the club members In this region whero 
the Industry wnn being destroyed by 
the ravages of hog cholern.
